NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (UP)— 
Ambassador Henry F. Grady 
said today on his return from 
Iran that the Iranians and Brit- 
ish probably will work out a 
friendly settlement of ther oil 
'dispute soon. 

“I believe a just and amicable 
settlement of the question can be 
reached,” he said after a flight 
from Germany en route to Wash- 
‘ington. He added he was “opti- 
'mistic tgat this will be ‘done 
| without too great delay.” 

Grady said that while Iran 
“undoubtedly” is in the Russian 
scheme of conquest, the Rus- 
sians probably will not resort to 
‘aggression to take over that oil- 
‘rich neighbor country. 

There is more danger, he said, 
of a “coup” within Iran which 
would bring about such disinte- 
gration that the country would 
fall into Russia’s lap. Grady said 
the loss of 43 per cent. of ‘the 
national income by not producing 
oil, resultant unemployment and 
economic stress would produce 
conditions which the Iranian 
Communists would take advan- 
tage of.

Prices on most beef cuts will 
be higher and hamburger will 
cost more in the St. Louis area 
effective Monday under new ceil- 
ing prices released last night by 
the Office of Price Stabilization, 
here and throughout the nation. 

Although some butcher shop 
items, mainly stew meat, will be 
cheaper, most prices were raised 
and St. Louis housewives will pay 
an average of 142 to 2 cents per 
pound more for beef, the OPS 
here announced. 

That is the average hike across 
the nation from the new ceilings 
which OPS said were to allow 
butchers to keep pace with higher 
wholesale ceilings set last week. 
The national order brought 
changes in prices ranging from 
an increase of 29 cents to a drop 
of 20 cents per pound.

The maps, done in 11 colors to | 
designate the various zoning dis- | 
tricts, were printed by the Shall- | 
cross Printing Co., for $5250. The | 
contract for the printing was let | 
by Carpenter. The Comptroller’s | 
office asked the commission to re- | 
quest a $1250 supplemental appro- | 
priation for the d¢ommission’s 
budget to provide the funds neces- | 
sary to pay the bill. 

Members of the’ commission 
took the attitude last night that 
Carpenter had no authority to | 
order the maps printed and charge | 
them against the commission's | 
budget; that bids on the maps 
should have been sought by the | 
Supply Commissioner’s office; | 
that the Charter requires the City | 
Register’s office to print copies of | 
ordinances (the map is part of the | 
zoning ordinance), and that the 
price of $2 charged for the map 
was set by Carpenter without con- 
sultation with the commission.

Nov. 8 was set as the date of a 
public hearing on a proposal to 
make two changes in the general 
park and playground plan of the 
city.

‘FAST TIME’ ILLINOIS 
CITIES GO BACK TO | 
STANDARD SUNDAY | 


By the United Press. 
Tllinoisan§ who lost an hour’s | 
sleep. when about half of the | 
state’s 1197 cities and villages 
went on daylight savings time last 
April 29 will get the hour back 
when clocks return to Standard 
time at 2 a.m. Sunday. 
The 2 a.m. hour marks the offi- 
cial time change. To be on the 
safe side, however, most people 
who have kept “fast” time 
through the summer will turn 
their clocks-back one hour Sat- 
urday night. : 
To many people, the _ time 
change will mean only that it 
will get dark “earlier” starting 
Sunday night. To railroads, bus 
and air lines, and the post office 
department, among others, it will 
mean an end to “clock confusion.” 
Railroads and airlines stayed on 
“slow” time diring the summer, | 
but revised theif schedules slight- | 

and now will make scattered | 
nges again. Bus lines were di- | 
vided on the time issue, some 
using both times and putting up 
two clocks in their stations. Now | 
the extra clock can come down. 
Business firms and newspapers 
can return to their winter mailing 
schedules. 
Very few cities in the southern 
part of Illinois adopted daylight 
savings time. Most larger cities 
in Central and Northern Illinois 
made the switch. 
Some of the larger cities re- 
turning from daylight to Standard 
time will be Chicago and its 
suburbs, Alton, Bloomington, 
Champaignh-Urbana, Danville, East 
St. Louis, Joliet, Kankakee, La- 
Salle-Peru-Ottawa, Peoria-Pekin, 
Rockford and Springfield.

Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell 
today granted probation to Alex- 
ander Thomann, a bartender, who 
Was sentenced to six months in 
the workhouse and fined 100 last 
po wa a a jury found him 

-Shooting a police officer 
twice in a fight. - 

The judge’s action was taken 
despite a report by Parole Officer 
Franklin Miller, who recommend- 
ed against probation. 

Thomann, who has never served 
a day of his sentence, was con- 
victed of assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm to Patral- 
man Joseph F. Taszarek. At the 

' time the two men lived in a flat 
at 8445 Newby street. 

The circuit court jury fixed 
the punishment. Judge Russell, 
in a nine-page report setting out 
his reasons for granting proba- 
tion, took note of a local bar com- 
mittee report which said that in 
recent years there have been no 
cases in which a jury sentence 
has been suspended by the judge 
and the defendant placed on pro- 
bation. 

More Time to Pay Fine. 

Besides suspending the work- 
house sentence, Judge Russell 
also gave Thomann an additional 
60 days to pay the $100 fine. 

In explaining his action, the 
judge wrote: “There has been an 


excessive use of short-term com- 


mitments to the workhouse. Many 
of these defendants may safely 
have been placed on probation. 

“The use of probation should 
be increased to about one third 
of all the cases.” 

In discussing the altercation 
which led to the fight between 
Thomann and the police officer, 
the judge said: “At the time of 
this unfortunate affair, the prose- 
cuting witness and the defendant 
V.: engaged in a private brawl. 
There was evidence at the trial, 
from seemingly impartial wit- 
nesses, that the prosecuting wit- 
neSs was the aggressor.” 

Miller Discusses Paint. 

Miller discussed this point in 
his report, saying: “Regardless of 
which version of the conflict is 
taken, Thomann became the ag- 
gressor when he left the fight 
and returned with his pistol.” 

The parole officer stated: “I 
feel the jury’s verdict gave every 
proper consideration’ to Tho- 
mann’s rights when they did not 
convict him of assault to kill, 
with which he had been originally 
charged.” 

Judge Russell said Thomann is 
“nast 50 years of age and under 


the care of a physician for a seri-| 4" 
ous heart ailment,” adding that):... 


commitment to the workhouse 
would “aggravate this condition 
and might prove fatal.” 

He pointed out that Thomann 
has no criminal record “unless it 
be said that conviction under the 


Volstead Act is a criminal rec- t. 


ord.” 

Patrolman Taszarek, who lived 
upstairs from Thomann, was shot 
in the chest and hand. Several 
neighbors who witnessed the fight 
testified they saw Thomann shoot 
the officer.

The Philips Roxane works is 
producing insecticides and medi- 
cinal products which are made 
available to the trade, but pre- 
cautions are taken against unau- 
thorized use and especially 
against the possibility of export to 
Iron .Curtain countries. 

Last spring Holland and Nor- 
way agreed to star co-operation 
in this field. The Norwegians 
had a research center ready at

Curare was used centuries ago 
by South American Indians as a 
paralyzing agent, either to knock 
down game or an enemy. It also 
has been used to paralyze fish. 
The Indians dipped the heads of 
their arrows with. the substance. 

In recent years, however, cur- 
are has been found of value in 
surgery, particularly in relaxing 
muscles in the body. It also has 
been used in some polio cases. 

Curare is a poison and there 
always is the possibility of an 
overdose. Here again, tensilon 
comes into the picture.

U.S. STILL FIRING 
SHELLS STOCKPILED

EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Korea, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
American guns firing tremendous 
artillery barrages in Korea are 
still using shells stockpiled from 
World War II. 

American artillery had fired 
8,200,000 rounds through the first 
of September—and all of it was 
‘manufactured during or before

“It is a curious thing,” he 
points out, “that the legalistic 
approach to world affairs, rooted 
as it unquestionably is in a desire 
to do away with war and violence, 
makes violence more enduring, 
more terrible and more destruc- 
tive to political stability than did 
the older motives of national in- 
terest.” 

“Mr. X” Article Included. 

The book, published yesterday 
by the University of Chicago 
Press,’ contains six lectures de- 
livered by Kennan at Chicago 
and two previously published ar- 
ticles on Russia, including the fa- 
mous “Mr. X” article in Foreign 
Affairs. In his “Mr. X” article, 
Kennan enunciated the theory 
that, if Russian expansion could 
be contained by the democracies 
at the peripheries of the Soviet 
Union, World War III could be 
avoided and the Soviet govern- 
ment would some day crack. 


There is a strong defense of 
this policy of “containment” in 
Kennan’s book, but its author rec- 
ognizes the tremendous difficul- 
ties inherent in a policy which 
seeks to avoid war. He attacks 
spokesmen of highly vocal mi- 
norities—“politicians, commenta- 
tors, and publicity seekers of all 
sorts; people who live by their

It would have been so easy for the 
Congressional Correspondents’ Stand- 
ing Committee to have barred the Rus- 
sian Tass “news agency” from the press 
Galleries of Congress. 

But it didn’t. It had the intelligence 

- and understanding to vote unanimous- 
ly against such action on the grounds 
it “fervently believes that the princi- 

les of a free press cannot.be upheld 

y abridging them.” 

With the exception of the Sermon on 
the Mount, we Americans created, and 
are supposed to live by, the two great- 
est documents in human history—the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, with emphasis on the lat- 
ter’s Bill of Rights. But, regardless of 
our virtues, we are constantly out-ma- 
neuvered by Communist propaganda 
methods. We allow Russia to dictate our 
policies by negation—international, na- 
tional and even lecal. 

Imprisonment of William Oatis by 
Czechoslovakia has outraged me as a 

- lifelong newspaperman (retired). Our 
various agencies are debating retalia- 

. tory measures. Any of them—no mat- 
ter how right—will provide invaluable 
Russian propaganda. Came the question 
of Tass, which once was comparable 
with the Associated Press, United Press 
and International News Service.

Harry S. Truman. 

Fourth, Mr. Boyle might have assumed that 
any call of any kind by the chairman of the 
dominant party to a government agency with 
great sums of money to lend would be a call 
of influence. He knows that directors of the 
RFC are appointed by the President. He might 
have assumed that such a call could not have 
been anything except a call of. influence. 

In short, Mr. Boyle might well have assumed 
that the only reason the Lithofold officials came 
to see him, the only reason he made the call to 
the RFC and possibly the only reason the loan 
was granted was because of his intervention in 
his capacity as leader of the Democratic party 
machinery. 

Whether or not Mr. Boyle, by the telephone 
call for Lithofold, exerted any influence is a 
quibble of words.

Editors on the Alert 

Newspaper editors gathered in’ San Francisco 
for the annual meeting of the Associated Press 
Managing Editors Association could not have 
used their time to better purpose just now than 
to protest against the sweeping, general, dan- 
gerous character of President Truman’s so-called 
security news order. Without dissent, some 250 
éditors voted to draft a detailed statement of 
their opposition and to send it to the White 
House. 

This is welcome indication of vigilance that, 
has not always been too evident in late years. 
Last June when the Supreme Court handed” 
down its decision, in the Dennis case, which set 
a most serious precedent for the limitation of 
free speech and a free press, relatively few 
newspapers were moved to criticize the ruling. 
Most of them accepted without reflection Chief 
Justice Vinson’s abandonment of the “clear and 
present danger” test, which has so often pro- 
tected brave editors in contempt of court cases. 

If the editors will now re-think the Dennis 
decision so much the better. In any event, they 
are now on the alert about the President's order 
under which administrative blunders and scan- 
dals could be classified as “‘top secret” if a de- 
partment head so decided. J.°R. Wiggins of 
The Washington Post, James S. Pope of Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal and the other editors at 
San Francisco have acted in the best traditions 
of a free press. | 

All power to the drafters of the protest. 
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When Our Protectors Betray Us 


What can law-abiding citizens expect of their 
own safety when the officers entrusted with pro- 
tecting them against crime become the co-con- 
spirators of criminals? 

That is the situation in New York City’s Police 
Department as described in a presentment 
handed up to Kings county Judge Liebowitz by 
the tough little grand jury in Brooklyn which 
has been at work since December, 1949. 

Far from discouraged by the collapse of its 
case against 18 policemen, which had been built 
up by nearly two years’ effort at a cost of 
$400,000, the grand jury is demanding a whole- 
sale housecleaning. Every veteran inspector or 
deputy inspector who has commanded a plain- 
clothes division, with a few exceptions, is in- 
volved in a conspiracy, dating back 10 years, to 
protect gamblers for graft, the jury said. 

Miles F. McDonald, Brooklyn District Attor- 
ney, said of the testimony which Harry Gross, a 
bookmaker, gave the grand jury but refused to 
repeat in court: “Part and parcel of that infor- 
mation involves police corruption from the bot- 
tom to the top.” 

At the same time, in another borough of New 
York City, the New York State Crime Commis- 
sion was grilling District Attorney Herman 
Methfessel to find out why he had gathered no 
evidence against the three. biggest bookmakers 
on Staten Island until after the Kefauver crime 
committee hearings in New York last March.

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Partnership Loophole 

Of the various loopholes in the Senate tax 
bills, noe is more repugnant than that which 
would sanction tax evasion through the device 
of the family partnership—and sanction it clear 
back to’ 1939. . : ‘ 3 

The Senate bill allows a father who runs a 
business to reduce his taxes by giving each of 
his children an interest in the business. The 
children then become “partners,” even if they 
are only two or three years old, and evén if they 
contribute no work br capital to the business. 
The father’s income, thus split up, pays a con- 
siderably lower tax than it would pay as a single 
income. 

This .is; in effect,-an attempt to open up a 
loophole which the Supreme Court . previously 
closed. From 1934 to 1945 family partnerships 


more than doubled in the income tax returns as. 


taxpayers discovered that partners helped to cut 
their taxes. : 

In 1946, the Supreme Court laid down a com- 
monsense rule. It held that a partner was a 
partner when he contributed some vital services 
or his own capital to a firm, but not otherwise. 
In other words, you couldn't have a six-months- 
old partner for tax purposes, even if you claimed 
that Junior some day would enter the firm. 

Why this samsible rule should be abrogated, 
at a cost of $100,000,000 a, year in tax revenue, 
nobody has convincingly explained. Least of all 
has anybody explained why the change in ground 
rules should be made retroactive to 1939, at a 
cost of $200,000,000 more. 

Legitimate partnerships should, of course, pay 
income taxes as such. But the use of the part- 
nership device as a legal fiction to evade fair 
taxation should be out of bounds. 
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The Dodgers Go to Extremes 
Over and over again this year the Brooklyn 
Dodgers have been called the cousins of the St. 


-Louis Cardinals. The idea was that only kins- 


men could expect the Cardinals to do so much 
to ease their way to the National League pen- 
nant. Certainly Marty Marion’s athletes have 
been a frail barrier to the Dodgers. 

But now there may be an even stronger proof 
of kinship, if kinship means that cousins act like 
cousins. Only a few short weeks ago it seemed 
that the Dodgers had the league championship 
sewed up. Sure, the Giants were playing sensa- 
tional baseball, but it seemed well nigh impos- 


sible for them to overtake their rivals on- the 


far side of the East River. 

When, however, the Dodgers lost to the Bos- 
ton Braves, 4 to 3, they dropped to half a game 
ahead of the Giants and a lead of more than 
a dozen games was wiped out. The Dodgers 
must now win three games to the Giants’ two 
to take the pennant. 

Well, it was only two years ago that the 
Dodgers’ good cousins, the Cardinals, seemed to 
have the pennant in the bag. Then, in the last 
week of the season, they managed to lose four 
games in a row, dropping a series to the sixth- 
place Pirates and losing two successive games 
to the last place Cubs. So it was the Brooklyn 
Bums who played in the World Series. 

Could it be that the Bums now are intent on 
showing that they are just as good as their 
cousins at blowing a pennant? That is carrying 
the rivalry pretty far. But then there never 
was any moderation in the affair. 
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Publicity to Check Corruption 

President Truman makes an excellent if some- 
what belated recommendation in urging that the 
entire annual income of Government officials, 
including members of Congress, .judges, gen- 
erals and admirals, be made public. 

Had this been the rule right along, Mr. Tru- 
man might well have been spared some of the 
embarrassment which is coming his way through 
the activities of some men around him. Mr. Tru- 
man has been loath to acknowledge this em- 
barrassment, let alone to act against it. But 
he now suggests that his proposed rule be made 
to cover high national party officials. 

There may be those who will argue that this 
requirement would violate the private rights of 
those against whom it is directed, that they 
should not be subjected to any regulation which 


does not apply to all citizens alike. This, how-- 


ever, is a false argument, Those who seek pub- 
lic office or public employment put themselves 
in a public position. The people are entitled to 
know more about them than they might proper- 
ly desire to know about a private citizen. 

The question now is whether Congress will 
accept. the Presidential suggestfon. Senator 
Morse of Oregon introduced a bill along these 
lines in January, but it is still bottled up in the 
Senate Rules committee. Can it be that some 
Congressmen who are quick enough to investi- 
gate others, especially if they see a political ad- 
vantage, are much more slow to adopt a rule 
touching them and their colleagues? 

The issue is a moral one. The question is 
whether Congress is merely willing to talk about 
corruption in government, or whether its mem- 
bers also are willing to make such corruption 
less likely.

After 10 years behind Iron Curtain, newsman is startled to find 
growth of secrecy in American Government at all levels; closed 
meetings, handouts accompanied by official gag, sealed records and 
' extension of so-called military security choke off news at source.

Returning to the United States recently 
after 10 years within and around the Iron 
Curtain countries, I have been startled to 
learn to what an extent the practice of 
secrecy in government has grown up in 
my own nation. 

Suppression or distortion of information 
about the activities of government is gen- 
eral, carefully planned, and deliberaté in 
the offices of elected and appointed offi- 
cials on national, state and local levels. 

There are four major areas‘of secrecy 
in which the public’s right to information 
is being violated by governmental agen- 
cies. One is the activity of legislatures, 
courts and executive boards in secret or 
“executive” sessions, from which the pub- 
lie is barred. A few of these closed meet- 
ings,may be justified. Most are not. 

A second region of secrecy is the in- 
creasing control of governmental informa- 
tion by formal statements on selected top- 
ics from the heads of executive agencies. 
This “release” system is supplemented by 
gag ruleg imposed on all underlings under 
penalty of losing their jobs and outright 
refusal by arrogant bureaucrats to answer 
questions of clear public concern. 

A third region of secrecy is the sealing 
or impounding of official records or fail- 
ure to keep any. By these devices, no one 
except the legislators or executives con- 
cerned may know what they are doing 
about the public’s business, or what rea- 
sons individual governmental agents or 
elected representatives may advance for 
what they do or how they vote. 

A fourth region of secrecy is the exten- 
sion by the military establishment of so- 
called “military security” into fields hav- 
ing little or no bearing upon the nation’s 
safety, sometimes involving outright viola- 
tions of constitutional civil liberties. 


Editors Warned 


It was not until 1949, well after the 
close of the Second World War, that 
American newspapers began to awaken to 
what was happening. Then Basil Walters, 
the able executive editor of the Chicago 
Daily News, warned the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, representing some 
2000 American newspapers, that they were 
losing their right of access to public in- 
formation by default—by failure to fight 
for it. 

The society organized a Committee on 
Freedom of Information, of which James 
S. Pope, managing editor of the Louisville 
Courier Journal, is chairman. Pope has 
begun to suspect that “the biggest news 
story in America today is the story of the 
vast amount of news, to which the people 
of America are entitled, that is being kept 
from them by their government.”

The most widely prevalent mechanism 
by which governmental servants hide their 
words and actions from public gaze, of 
course, is the closed, or “executive,” ses- 
sion of legislative . Congressional’ 
committees have set thé example. Their 
lead is followed down through the state 
and local governments.. 

The country’s military establishment has 
taken the lead in increasing the area of 
secrecy in government. Under the guise 
ef national security, the armed forces and 
National Security Council have placed 
hasty and ill-considered prohibitions on all 
kinds of business and scientific news, and 
pushed the region of military authority 
into many fields reserved under the Con- 
stitution for the civil authorities, 


Price? A Military Secret 


Editors of newspapers this year were 
informed by the Mohawk Carpet Co. that 
it had received a defense order for duck 
cloth, but “. . . due to the limitations im- 
posed by the military,” the company re- 
ported, it was “not at liberty to reveal the 
yardage or the price.” 

Neither yardage nor price of cloth can 
be considered a matter of secrecy vital to 
the defense of this country so long as the 
Federal Government itself announces ma- 
jor figures on the number of men in its 
armed services, and the number of ships, 
planes and tanks put in service with them. 

Secrecy over business contracts between 
departments of government and manufac- 
turers is not a matter of security for this

How far is the military trying to push 
this matter of secrecy in government? At 
the instigation of the National Security 
Council, the Department of Commerce has 
set up an advisory censorship for business 
men and industrialists. A bulletin has ad- 
vised them not to make public to anyone 
even “unclassified” data on “advanced in- 
dustrial developments, production know- 
how... equipment, and special 
installations.”

WE HAD AN opportunity to see the early color 
this Week when we drove down into.Cape Girardeau 
county to-take part in a Conservation Workshop 
which was participatedtin by the rural teachers. 
These “workshops” are one of the long-range proj- 
ects of our Missouri Conservation Commission and 
are held under the direction of its department of 
education. The teachers gather together for the 
day at some central point to hear discussions of 
every phase of conservation and the ways in which 
the restoration and preservation of our natural 
resources can be taught to young people of primary 
and secondary school age.

ALTHOUGH WE HAD DRIVEN down through 
showers in the morning, the skies cleared as we 
started up Highway 61 for home. At Fredericktown 
we drove in to the Forest Ranger Station to say 
hello to Giff ‘and Ruth Adams and, of course, 
stopped for a visit. The United States Forest Serv- 
ice grounds around the station are unusually 
attractive, with a plantation of fine young pine, 
masses of many native trees and shrubs, the apiary 
where the bees were busy. and a garden which 
shows what can be accomplished through the use 
of large quantities of organic matter. We spent an 
interesting hour getting acquainted with the 
Adams’s pet English sparrow, Chee, which has lived 
with them for three years, and in observing the 
bees in Giff’s glass-sided observation hive. This 
consists of two frames of foundation comb and is 
occupied by a queen, perhaps 2000 worker bees 
and a few drones. We could see the long-bodied 
queen as she inspected the empty. cells in her 
brood. comb: and ‘laid her cggs which are cemented 
to the bottom of the cells.

WE COULD ALSO WATCH the worker bees 
coming down the runway which leads from a 
window to the hive and gives the bees access-to the 
outdoors. The incoming bees were laden with 
pollen and are given the right-of-way by the work- 
ers heading outward to the fields for nectar and 
polien. The incoming bees can generally be dis- 
tinguished by the load. of yellow pollen on their 
legs, and ‘Giff told us that a careful count will 
show exactly the same number of grains of pollen 
on each leg, so that the heavily loaded bee can 
maintain its balance-in flight. Once inside the 
hive on-its. way to deposit the nectar or pollen, 
the bees would perform the “dance” which directs 
other bees to the food source. 


: 
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AFTER WE’D HAD OUR FILL of bee-watching, 
we all went for a: visit to the famous “talking 
starlings” of Fredericktown. These remarkable 
birds are the pets of ‘Smiley Rhodes and_ his wife. 
Both were taken in as fledglings and raised by 
Mrs. Rhodes and they live contentedly in two large 
cages in the kitchen. The oldest of the birds, 
“Lover” by narhe, is about 18 months old and 
began to talk last year, mimicking the expressions 
used by Mrs. Rhodes when she talked to it. Now 
it has a vocabulary of perhaps 150 words which it 
utters-in a soft, throaty voice. The younger bird, 
“Lucky,” was pushed out of a nest this spring, 
probably wecause it was slightly crippled, and it 
also is beginning to talk. It doesn’t have as large 
a vocabulary as the older bird, but speaks even 
more distinctly. The effect is somehow uncanny, 
for all of the phrases. are formed deep in the 
throats of the birds, -vith very little use being 
made of the bill. And the inflections of each phrase 
are exactly those of Mrs. Rhodes as she talks 


to. them.

SMILEY RHODES WASN’T at home, but Giff 
and I took a jook at part of his apiary which has 
the rather remarkable characteristic that the owner 
never harvests any honey. His bees are a hobby 
and he doesn’t see any reason why he should over- 
work therm by making them produce a commercial 
harvest. We also visited his machine shop where 
he doés- special work for the railroads, pipelines 
and other clients who have especially large and 
difficult machine problems. In Smiley’s office we 
found a pigeon’s nest with a nearly full-grown 
squab in it. The mother pigeon didn’t mind our 
looking at the youngster, but when papa saw us, 
he came sailing in from the yard and threatened 
to flail us with his wings.

and music, is employed, with equal excel- 
lence, in “RUBENS,” a 70-minute documen- 
tary by Paul Haesaérts and Henri Storck, 
Belgian authorities, which opéns tomorrow 

at the ART. , 
Unlike the Michelangelo story, this depic- 
tion’ of the work of Peter Paul Rubens, the 
Flemish master, deals very little with the career of the man 
‘himself, but concentrates almost exclusively on his work. It 
starts off with. a highly interesting illustration of Rubens’s 
technique, the contrast of his baroque; ; Fomantic style: with 


* the-austere Gothic technique; how his. elliptic and circular 


composition and caressing brush gave his work the flow of

Louis force, none has taken the 
intensive training required of 
this- group, and none has carried 
a gun or had the power of arrest. 
When the Board of Police 
Commissioners, following recom- 
mendations of the Governmental 
Research Institute, opened the 
police ranks to women several 
months ago, it was thought they 
would have the same pay and 
responsibilities as those already 
on the force. First announce- 
ments were to that effect, and 
the pay was to be $205 a month, 


Although the Board sought leg- 
islative measures to grant police- 
women the power of arrest, the 
state’s attorney general ruled in 
May. that cities of more than 
5000 population might - give 
women that right. So the status 
of the new recruit group was 
changed, and the monthly salary 
increased to $265, the same that 
probationary patrolmen receive. 
The former policewomen were 
reclassified as matrons, first class. 

The course of study for the 
recruits is almost the same as 
that requifed of every man who 
joins the force, except that less 
emphasis is placed on a

They have taken 20 hours of 
first aid training, and know how 
to deliver a baby. 

They know that an officer has 
to be sympathetic, but not gul- 
lible, and that his job is to serve 
the public. They know how to 
direct traffic and what tone of 
voice to use to calm down an 
hysterical mob. 

Altogether, they must be fa- 
miliar with 2630 laws. 

Last week, as a test, they were 
taken into a room where a num- 
ber of supposedly stolen objects 
had been hidden. 

“We found them right away, 
and even discovered some new 
places to hide things that the 
officers hadn’t even thought of,” 
Mrs. Messerli said. “Why, that’s 
just fundamental with women.” 

They found a packet, supposed 
‘to contain dope, in a place which 
the men recruits had overlooked. 
It was in the lock plate in the. 
door jamb. 

More than 200 men had looked 
for it in vain. The women found 
it in a matter of minutes. 

In a classroom lecture, they 
learned about the various classes 
of shoplifters—the kleptomaniac, 
the occasional thief, the drug or 
liquor addict. They were told 
that about 30 per cent of the de- 
partment store thieves are drug 
addicts. The kleptomaniac or 
occasional thief usually works
